Michaél Sage, Member of First Organised Band of Criminals in 


Chi Generation Ago, | 
ms RCS 


~~ Prison 


Chicago, Dee, 20.—The tastsurvivor 
of Chicago's first fully organized band 
of criminals, who flourished a genera- 
tion ago under the picturesque Mollie 
Mott, passed from the stage yester- 
day. Michael Sage, white of hair, 
and showing every one of his 63 
years, made no defence agdinst a 
sentence of one year in. the Chicago 
house of correction. His active days 
are over, in the opinion of the police, 
even if he lives out his sentence, 


Half of Sage's life has been spent in 
prison. He began stealing when he 
was 12 years old, and never learned 
anything else. The old man was ar- 
rested Wednesday night for attempt- 
ing to burglarize a residence. 

“I did not get in, judge,” he said, 
and then added, as if to excuse his 
pfailure. “T guess I am getting too 
ola and stiff. I won't mind a year, 
lam more at home in prison than out, 
anyway.” 


The Mott @ang of pickpockets, 
thieves, burglars, hold-up men, and 
general utility thugs, twenty years 


ago, lived the scenes that usually are 
found in dime novels, and no member 


of the gang Was mote resourceful in 
crime than @age.  Moltite. Mott, by 
her beauty and personality, led. the 
gang, and was then cause of more 
than one fight between jealous  fol- 
lowers. 

The gang’s succass bred emulation, 
and other criminals formed | theia- 
selves into a band,: known in police 
annals as the Shevlin gang. The 
@angs fought the police and each 
other, until Mollie's charms conquer- 
ed one of the Shevlin gang and 
brought the two tribes under her 
harmonious s¢eptre. Relentiess war 
with the police, disease, and priser 
cells in the succeeding years broke up 
the band and its members, for the 
most part, are dead, or at least passed 
from the ken of the local potice. 
Sage is the last one known cf, and 
they fear him no mess. 

Halifax, Dec, 22—-Ernest Sik, a 
young Englishman, was found dead in 
a field in the western section of the 
city today. While despended he ended 
his life with carbolic acid. He was 
25 years old and unmarried.

The following statement of assist- 
ance given to transients by the Ed- 
monton City Mission, 110 Bellkwmny 
‘ street, from Octuoer 24th to Decem- 
ber 3rd, gives an idea of the splendid 
work this Institution is doing. 

During that period 2,700 free meals 
were served, while 540 persons were 
provided with beds. 440 men re- 


' ceived shelter in the way of sleeping 


around on benches and on the floor; 
1,009 garments were given out to 
men, women and children, 

The expenses in connection with the 


establishment amouneu to $667.48, 
while the receipts totalled $675.90, 
Odd jobs were found for 138 men, 
while permanent work was secured 


for 63 through the instrumentality of 
the mission. Nearly every night bet~- 
ween fifty and sixty men sleep on the 
floor, the number amounting to 111 
on Thursday last.

VENEZUBLAN PRESIDENT 
HAS TAKEN NO ACTION 


Latest Horror ‘Was the Murder of 
Eight Women and Four. 
Young Girls 


Manaos, Monday, Dec. 1.—A motor 
launch hsa just arrived here with re- 
fugees from the rubber colony of the 
Territori De Amazona, Venezuela, telt- 
ing of 178 murders thére In the Inct 
few months and confirming stories of 
atrocities brought here by Michael J. 


Gilloran, an American refugee, who 
had been ordered to be shot and who 
eseaped in a canoe, making the trip 
here, through several hundred miles 


of the Rio -.egro. 

The refugees arriving here now tell 
of a reign of terror and anarchy in 
the rubber colony, where a rebel force 
has ‘heen organized under General 
Gonzales and where all who are sus- 
pected of being opposed to him are 
shot down, The Jatest crimes inchide 
the murder of eight women and four 
young girls in the rubber territorr 
between San Fernando De Atabapo, 
on the Orinoco and San Carlos De Rio 
Négro, These women and girls had 
no chance to escape, and it is believed 
here that they were put to death be- 
cause it was feared they would escape 
from the co.ony and spread. to the 
world the news of the thorrors 
committed there daily. 
lieved that they were mémibers of the 
families of men who already had been 
murdered, 

This condition of anarchy and mur- 
der has been brought to the attention 
of President Gomez, of Venezuela, but 
no troops have been sent to oppose 
the rebels, who are looting the terri- 
tory and sacrificing meny lives. 

Mr. Gilloran, who was a resident of 
the rubber colony for 12 years, and 
who had his own plantation on the 
river, escaped ‘butchery.
